PURPOSE: To advise that trial of Stanley Ray Bond, which commenced 

U. S. District Court (USDC), Chicago, 6/14/71, was declared a mistrial 
due to improper questioning of subject Valeri by Assistant U. S. Attorney -u 
/ , (AUSA) and new trial began 6/15/71. On 6/15/71, U. S. District Judge (USDJfc 
Chicago, granted defense counsel's motion for venue change and new trial / 
V scheduled for 7/8/71 before USDJ, Danville, Illinois. Venue changed on * 
grounds of prejudicial newspaper publicity. ( 

BACKGROUND: On 8/18/70, Bond and Valeri, armed with a sawed-off 
\ shotgun and revolver, robbed captioned association and obtained over 

$8,000 in loot. Investigation determined that Bond and Valeri were memb^ 
of a gang, consisting of three males and two females which robbed a 
Boston bank on 9/23/70 of over $26,000 and brutally murdered a police officer.

I Bond has indicated to USDC Judge that if he was forced to participate 
in his trial he would engage in every possible violent disruption. USDC j 
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Rosen to Sullivan Memorandum 
RE: STANLEY RAY BOND 

Judge excused Bond from the courtroom and allowed trial to proceed without 
Bond being present. During trial on 6/14/71, AUSA questioned Valeri 
concerning where he first met Bond. Valeri testified he first met Bond in 
prison and the defense immediately moved for a mistrial which was so 
ordered by the court. The USDC Judge scheduled new trial which began 6/15/71. 

On 6/15/71 defense counsel from Boston moved for either 
continuance or transfer of venue on grounds of prejudicial newspaper 
publicity, each Chicago paper having run minor story concerning mistrial 
on 6/14/71. Out of a twenty jury panel assembled, twelve said they had read 
story of the mistrial. On this basis, USDJ, Chicago, granted motion for venue 
change and scheduled new trial for 7/8/71 before USDJ, Danville, Illinois. 

The U. S. Attorney (USA), Chicago, has stated that due to witnesses and 
various counsel having conflicting dates in other matters for 7/8/71 trial 
he would recontact USDJ, Danville, and request trial be changed from 
7/8/71 to first jury term in September, 1971. The Department has been kept 
abreast of this matter. 

On 5/21/71 USDC, Boston also declared mistrial due to adverse 
publicity in news media regarding Bond r s misconduct in courtroom. 

Bond was being tried for his participation in burglary of National Guard Armory, 
Newburyport, Massachusetts, on 9/20-21/70.
